identifies means of 


improving co-ordination 


A recent conference on Crime Pre- 
vention through Social Development pro- 
vided not only an important forum for 
discussing innovative and future direc- 
tions in crime prevention, but also made a 
statement about how much work remains 
in the development of positive approaches 
to Crime Prevention. 

Sponsored by the Canadian Council 
on Social Development (CCSD) and the 
Canadian Criminal Justice Association 
(CCJA), the three-day workshop was 
opened by the Solicitor General who 
reaffirmed his commitment to working 
with his federal and provincial colleagues 
and the voluntary and private sectors to 
ensure that crime prevention remains a 
priority. 


Substance abuse, missing children, 
reintegration of the offender and literacy 
were given by the Solicitor General as 
examples of areas where significant and 
worthwhile progress has been made but 
which still require continued attention. 

The notion that crime is a phenome- 
non apart from other social behaviors 
may now be changing, noted Chris Nuttall, 
Assistant Deputy Solicitor General. “We 
finally want to know that perhaps vio- 
lence and other crimes are amenable to 
change.’ A shared philosophy recognizes 
that crime prevention is in everyone's 
interest and that there is a powerful link 
and a reciprocal relationship between 
quality of life and crime prevention.

Montreal: 


The Montreal Urban Community 
Police Department is sold on the impor- 
tance of crime prevention, says the Direc- 
tor of the Department’s new Crime Pre- 
vention Section, Robert Dufault. The proof 
is that the Department created 24 new 
positions for police officers to serve as 
full-time crime prevention counsellors for 
its new community crime prevention 
program. 

The new program emphasizes com- 
munity participation and addresses prob- 
lems such as fear of crime as well as crime 
itself, Dufault said in a recent interview. 

“The public expects this kind of 
intervention,” he added. 


Public expectations are a vital part of 
the new approach, which is based on 
communication between citizens and their 
zone patrol police officer. The zone patrol 
officer visits each of the 50-100 homes or 
businesses in his or her zone. The officer 
provides information about criminal activ- 
ity in the area, and listens to citizens’ fears 
about crime and their expectations and 
hopes about solving crime-related 
problems. 

The zone patrol officer then reports 
to one of the 24 crime prevention coun- 
sellors, who organizes a response to the 
citizens’ concerns. The response may be 
to call a meeting of citizens concerned 
about hooliganism in a park, for example. 
In another zone, it may be alerting 
businesspeople to their responsibilities in 
crime prevention or reassuring residents 
of a senior citizens home, Dufault 
explained.

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dows and doors does prevent thefts. The 
number of attempted (or failed) burglaries 
increased by 40 percent between 1981 
and 1983. Since the householder is often 
unaware that a burglary has even been 
attempted, and consequently doesn't report 
an attempted break-in, the real number of 
failed attempts is probably higher. 

These findings conflict with earlier 
research by Winchester and Jackson in 
Residential Burglary, which concluded 
that conventional security measures have 
little impact on crime. (Source: Crime

Ottawa: 


The Ottawa Civic Hospital has 
launched a Hospital Watch for its approxi- 
mately 4,000 employees. The new pro- 
gram focusses on making Hospital staff 
aware of crime and encouraging them to 
practise basic crime prevention princi- 
ples on the job and at home. The first 
phase of this Hospital Watch is making 
people aware of the existence of crime, 
Colin Bonang, the Hospital’s Loss Preven- 
tion Officer said in a recent interview. 

“People sometimes have the idea that 
a hospital is a sacred place where crime 
does not exist,” he said. 

Bonang has given lectures in a num- 
ber of the Hospital’s departments. He 
reviews such things as the procedure for 
reporting a suspicious person and reminds 
staff to take basic precautions like lock- 
ing their lockers.

To organizations such as the John 
Howard Society of Canada, the Canadian 
Association of Elizabeth Fry Societies, 
the St. Leonard’s Society of Canada and 
the Canadian Seven Steps Society, a com- 
mitment to crime prevention grows out of 
helping offenders and ex-offenders re- 
integrate into society. 

“Preventing offenders from going back 
to prison is crime prevention, no doubt,” 
says Jim MacLatchie, Executive Director 
of the John Howard Society of Canada, 
“but those of us who know offenders well 
should be in a good position to know how 
to approach the job of encouraging peo- 
ple away from criminal activity.” 

Trying to understand what triggers 
and encourages criminal behaviour in 
order to prevent people from becoming 
offenders in the first place is exactly what 
many such organizations now do. 


Aimed at youth 

Youth are the main target of the 
aftercare agencies’ primary prevention 
programs. 

For example, each year representa- 
tives of Elizabeth Fry Societies through-

out Canada speak to high-school classes. 
They present slide shows about how youth 
get into trouble with the law, the conse- 
quences of experimenting with criminal 
activity, and alternatives to breaking the 
law. They also provide information about 
services, such as support groups for young 
people having problems with violence in 
the home or with drug abuse. 

There is an element of crime preven- 
tion in the Salvation Army’s work with 
the families of inmates, says Major David 
Howell, Executive Director, Salvation 
Army Correctional Services, Ottawa 
District. 

“We hope the pattern with the father 
won't develop in the children.” 

Although most of the St. Leonard’s 
Society of Canada’s crime prevention 
energy goes into helping ex-offenders get 
established in a constructive, non-criminal 
lifestyle, the Society has sponsored some 
activites aimed at high-risk youth, says 
Jeff Wilbee, Director of Community 
Relations. These include an anti-vandalism 
project called “Reaching Out’, targeted 
at elementary and secondary school 
students. The Society also sends ex- 


rcare agencies expand into prevention 


offenders to high schools to talk about 
crime-related themes such as “Keeping 
You and Your Peers Out of Jail”. 

Some of the prevention programs 
organized by aftercare agencies are aimed 
at helping adults know what they can do 
to prevent youth from becoming offenders. 

The Saskatoon chapter of the John 
Howard Society is a case in point. During 
National Crime Prevention Week 1985, 
the chapter organized a seminar on the 
recognition, prevention and appropriate 
community responses to solvent abuse at 
which Debbie Pearce, Director of Regina’s 
Rainbow Youth Centre, showed her award- 
winning slide-tape presentation “Sniffing: 
Dont Blame It on the Kids.” 


Straight talk from ex-offenders 
The Canadian Seven Steps Society, a 
self-help group for ex-offenders, speaks to 
both youth and adults. Society representa- 
tives tell community groups, service groups 
and high-school students about the prison 
system from an ex-offender’s point of 
view. Executive Director Pat Graham, 
himself an ex-offender, says their aim is to

Crime Prevention Week in Quebec 


The 1986 version of Crime Preven- 
tion Week took place in Quebec under 
the slogan “Violence Hurts Everyone”. 
The topic of violence, which was accepted 
following consultation with regional part- 
ners, sparked the involvement of a variety 
of representatives of police, legal, com- 
munity, educational, social affairs, health 
and recreational circles. 

Eleven committees, covering the whole 
of the province, co-ordinated activities 
within their regions. In all, over three 
hundred events were held throughout 
Quebec. 

Among the most innovative and large- 
scale events and projects were: 

e the printing of nearly two million Loto- 
Quebec tickets and special postmarking 
of the mail in some areas by Canada 
Post Corporation to publicize Crime 
Prevention Week; 

e the taping of radio messages for young 
people by Sandra Dorion, a popular 
recording artist with the group Nuance; 


ea Graffiti contest where, following a 
workshop on violence, young people 
drew posters illustrating the violence 
that they cause and are subject to in 
their daily lives) Thistsestesso: 
workshops ended with a display of the 
posters; 

ean outdoor week-end for children who 
have witnessed family violence, with 
activities through which they can express 
and gain insight into their experiences; 

ea non-violent hockey game organized 
for minor league players. 

The range of activities, in many cases 
quite out of the ordinary, has shown that 
National Crime Prevention Week is a 
wonderful opportunity for innovation in 
reaching out to more and more Canadians!

“deglamourize” crime, depicting prison 
life as it really is — boring, degrading and 
sometimes dangerous. The Calgary chap- 
ter of the Society, working jointly with 
police and correctional services, is pre- 
senting this program in schools in Calgary 
and Edmonton. The program has been 
incorporated into the pubic school curric- 
ulum in Calgary. 

The high-profile role offenders play 
as community educators also helps break 
down stereotypes. 

“Offenders are seen as humans with 
problems, rather than as animals,” explains 
Graham. 

“The benefits to the ex-offenders are 
also very real. The opportunity to partici- 
pate in these programs provides an ave- 
nue of acceptance, possible redemption 
and increased self-esteem,” MacLatchie 
says. 
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WORKSHOP IDENTIFIES MEANS OF IMPROVING CO-ORDINATION 


The federal government should not 
try to provide a made-in-Ottawa pill to 
prevent crime through social programs, 
John Evans, Director General, Research 
and Statistics, Solicitor General of Canada, 
told the National Workshop on Crime 
Prevention through Social Development. 
Instead, all levels of government should 
provide general direction to non-govern- 
ment organizations through a coherent 
set of policies related to social issues. 

Through these policies, governments 
would provide encouragement, informa- 
tion and funds to local groups to facilitate 
their response to specific social problems. 
These groups would be responsible for 
co-ordinating their programs with those 
of other agencies, Evans said. 

About 130 people, including represen- 
tatives of federal, provincial and munici- 
pal governments, as well as a variety of 
non-government organizations, attended 
the Workshop, held February 4-6 in Hull, 
Quebec. 

During the Workshop, participants 
identified a number of barriers to co- 
ordinating programs both at the local and 
national levels, and suggested several ways 
of overcoming these obstacles. 

John Evans acted as rapporteur at the 
workshop. What follows is his summary 
of the Workshop’s three days of discussion. 


Share information 

Lack of information is the first barrier 
to co-ordination and integration of 
programs, Evans reported. The federal 
government should help program organiz- 
ers over this hurdle by documenting and 
evaluating projects and disseminating the 
results. It should also share what is known 
about successful strategies for co-ordination 
and integration. In addition, it should 
sponsor more conferences, especially local 
conferences, and invite more people with 
field experience. 

Some information problems are not 
so easily solved, he noted. Confidentiality 
of medical or psychological records, for 
example, can prevent sharing information. 

Linguistic or cultural differences and 
the differing vocabulary and perspectives 
of academic disciplines such as social 
work, criminology and sociology may 
hamper information exchange. And since 
exchanging information may expose their 
lack of clear objectives, some agencies 
may resist sharing, he said. 


Improve co-ordination 
among governments 

A second barrier to co-ordination of 
programs identified by Workshop partici- 
pants is a lack of co-ordination among 
governments, Evans said. This difficulty 
could be minimized if governments at all 
levels would co-ordinate their policies on 
income and employment, the family, health 
and social services, and housing. When 
governments change their priorities, these 
changes also need to be integrated into 
co-ordinated efforts, he noted.

However, appointing co-ordinators is 
not the answer, Evans said. Co-ordinators 
become another power structure and seek 
to gain power for themselves. This central- 
ized power undermines efforts to co- 
ordinate services aimed at solving local 
problems. 

Administrative structures divided along 
jurisdictional lines (federal, provincial, 
regional, municipal) and arbitrary divi- 
sions between government departments 
sometimes hamper the kind of co- 
ordination envisaged by the participants, 
he reported. People may imagine that 
distinctions which reflect only administra- 
tive convenience or historical accident 
have a philosophical significance as well,

and thus hesitate to cross these imaginary 
lines, Evans said. We need to cross them 
and to educate ourselves about what other 
organizations are doing, his report 
continued. 

Workshop participants stressed that 
all sectors need to lobby politicians to 
co-ordinate their policies, despite real or 
imagined demarcation lines between 
departments. 


Community input required 

A fourth barrier Workshop partici- 
pants identified is a lack of broad-based 
community input into programs. Program 
organizers should involve a wide range of 
community groups, including business 
groups. As well, they should base their 
programs on analysis of problems and 
resources in their own community. Peo- 
ple who benefit from social development 
programs have a responsibility to contrib- 
ute to them. Such contributions are sup- 
porting a number of programs across the 
country, the Winnipeg Native Project being 
one example, Evans said. 


Funding increases unlikely 
Workshop participants cited limited 
funding as the fifth barrier to effective 
co-ordination and integration of programs, 
Evans reported. Workshop participants 
suggested re-allocation and better co- 
ordination of government budgets. 


Looking to the future 

The future demands an expansive 
partnership and commitment to long-term 
solutions. Crime prevention programs must 
continue to assist those most vulnerable 
to crime and its consequences: children, 
women and native people. Crime preven- 
tion must begin in the family, the school, 
the church, workplace and community. 

Speakers at the workshop gave impor- 
tant, low-cost approaches that will make 
a difference, from working with street 
kids, exploited or assaulted women to 
more general approaches, in schools, youth 
clubs and in the churches. 

As the Solicitor General noted in his 
remarks: “Many of the solutions to crime 
problems depend ultimately on the crea- 
tivity, insights and compassion of individ- 
ual citizens, the community and police. 
We must make it possible for creative 
new approaches to crime prevention to 
be developed in communities.” 
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Media outlets 
produce 
prevention 
programming 


Crime prevention is starting to get a 
piece of the media pie. Media outlets are 
donating expensive air time, technical 
staff and production facilities to help 
reach a wider audience with the crime 
prevention message. In addition to pro- 
moting crime prevention, the outlets them- 
selves are benefiting from the exposure. 

Cathay International Television Inc. 
(CIT), serving Vancouver’s Chinese com- 
munity, is a major television station with 
approximately 70,000 viewers. In 1985, it 
produced a series of 13 10-minute docu- 
mentaries about policing. 

“I think we are the only Chinese 
channel, the only one to reach the com- 
munity... The new immigrants don't 
know the culture, so we try to let them 
know,” CIT’s Production Manager, Celfen 
Yeung, said in a recent interview. 

With this goal in mind, CIT represen- 
tatives contacted the police, Yeung said. 
The police gave a lot of help, suggesting 
topics — “youth gangs” and “drunk driv- 


ing at Christmas” were two of them — 
and providing background information. 
Then CIT produced the mini-document- 
aries at its own expense. 

Everyone seemed happy with the series, 
Yeung reported. 

This year CIT is producing another 
series. 

Home-grown productions, tailored to 
local audiences, are the approach Radio- 
Nord Inc. of Noranda, Quebec, used in its 
series of crime prevention commercials, 
first aired in the spring of 1986. The 
station provided actors, specialized equip- 
ment and technical staff, and produced 
the commercials at its own expense. They 
have been broadcast eight times a day for 
the past year on the two main television 
stations in the Abitibi-Temiscaming region.

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Media outlets 
produce 
prevention 
programming 


Crime prevention is starting to get a 
piece of the media pie. Media outlets are 
donating expensive air time, technical 
staff and production facilities to help 
reach a wider audience with the crime 
prevention message. In addition to pro- 
moting crime prevention, the outlets them- 
selves are benefiting from the exposure. 

Cathay International Television Inc. 
(CIT), serving Vancouver’s Chinese com- 
munity, is a major television station with 
approximately 70,000 viewers. In 1985, it 
produced a series of 13 10-minute docu- 
mentaries about policing. 

“T think we are the only Chinese 
channel, the only one to reach the com- 
munity... The new immigrants don't 
know the culture, so we try to let them 
know,” CIT’s Production Manager, Celfen 
Yeung, said in a recent interview. 

With this goal in mind, CIT represen- 
tatives contacted the police, Yeung said. 
The police gave a lot of help, suggesting 
topics — “youth gangs” and “drunk driv-

The bi-weekly employee newsletter, 
“Pulse,” is also promoting the Hospital 
Watch and regularly features crime pre- 
vention tips on how employees can pre- 
vent crime. 

The Security Department is also mak- 
ing crime prevention at home easier for 
employees. The Department arranged with 
the police in neighbouring municipalities 
to have “Operation Identification” run 
out of the Hospital’s Security Department. 

“We wanted to make it simpler for 
people to get engravers,’ Bonang said, 
noting that the program saves employees 
a trip to their municipal police station. 
“We're trying to take the extra bother out 
of crime prevention.” 

The Security Department bought 
engravers, and now offers employees the 
use of engraving kits, which include an 
engraver, “Operation Identification” stick- 
ers and a registration card for police 


records. Hospital equipment was also 
engraved. 

The organizers of the program are 
establishing a 15-member crime preven- 
tion committee to respond to employees’ 
concerns and questions, Bonang reported. 
Both labour and management will be 
represented on the committee. 

Eight employees who have displayed 
a special interest in crime prevention 
have already become permanent mem- 
bers of the committee. These members 
are from Departments such as Security 
and Housekeeping that are closely involved 
with crime prevention. Employees from 
any hospital department may volunteer 
to serve on the committee for a period of 
three months. 

When the topic to be discussed war- 
rants it, organizers are also planning to 
invite to their meetings police and the 
co-ordinator of the Neighbourhood Watch 


in the area surrounding the Hospital. 

The hospital already co-operates with 
this Watch in other ways, such as provid- 
ing meeting rooms, Bonang said.
